The old downtown | section, 
until a few years ago was a strange 
mixture of residential and business, 
is now all business. With improved 
transportation: facilities, the people 
have gone far afield, and to-day they 


are spreading out  anlike beyond 
the Mountain, and east and west 
alot the riverfront. In a sense, the 


spreading out of the people has re- 
moved another charm from the city. 
In the old days the rural was grafted 
into the urban, and it was possible 
for a visitor to step from the popu- 
lous city to the quiet of rural Quebec 
with little or no inconvenience. The 
old garden truck farms, with their 
thatched cottages, their outside bake- 
ovens, their fields of tobacco and gar- 
lic, and their orchards of Fameuse 
apples, are no longer close beside the 
city. They have fallen before the sub- 
division shark and the real estate 


agent. The result is that thousands 
of acres adjoining the city, ‘which 
were once farm lands are to-day 


lying idle, waiting for the coming of 
the street-laying gangs and tne build- 
ers and  home-makers. Although 
Montreal is increasing her population 
at the rate of 50,000 a year, this 
growth was far too slow to satisfy the 
ambitious plans of the subdivider, 
and he had to step in and buy up 
the old farms, which contributed so 
largely to the peculiar charm of the 
city’s surroundings. 

To those who are interested in the 
story of Montreal's material growth 
and prosperity the following statis- 
tics will throw some light on the re- 
markable expansion which has taken 
place in Canada’s commercial metro- 
polis during recent years: 

The population of Montreal proper 
is now 467,000, and of Greater Mont- 
real 650,000. Ten years ago the popu- 
lation of Montreal proper was 267,000. 
The city has 470 miles of streets, of 
which 80 miles are paved; has 340 
miles of sewers, 50 public parks, which 
cover an area of 850 acres, while the 
whole city covers an area of 26,000 
acres. The city has 64 millionaires 
and hundreds of others who are verg- 
ing on the magic seven-figure class. 
To look after the spiritual wants of 
her’ citizens, Montreal has 242 
churches, of which 86 are Catholic, 123 
Protestant, and 33 foreign. To cater 
to the amusement of her citizens, she 
possesses. 60 moving-picture shows, 
with a total seating capacity of 30,000, 
and six regular theatres, with a regu- 
lar seating capacity of 18,000. 

In scores of ways the city is grow- 
ing and expanding béyond the wildest 


dreams of the older men of the pres- 
ent generation. To keep pace with 
this expansion, public stations, 
churches, schools, postal stations, 
banks and many other institutions 
are straining every nerve. .Greater 


Montreal means greater demands on 
her public servants. 


To Eradicate Slums. 


If present plans do not fail Mont- 
real will be devoid of slums inside 
a few years. ; 

An organization was completed re- 
cently which has for its object the 
elimination of slums through the es- 
tablishment of proper dwellings, ade- 
quate parks and playgrounds, and all 
the other requ‘ ites of a properly con- 
ducted city. 

For some time spasmodic efforts at 


| reform were made by various gocie- 


ties, such as the Metropolitan Parks 
Commission, the Board of Trade, 
the City Im- 
and many other 
organizations, but at a meeting of all 
the business, charitable and reform 


| associations in the city it was decid- 


ed to unite the forces of all into one 
representative body. The meeting. 


which was held in the Board of Trade,’ 


was largely attended, and was thor- 
oughly representative of the best men 
and clubs in the city. 

It was decided to undertake, im- 
mediately the work being carried on 
by the separate bodies, and also to 
carry on practical experimental work 


| in the building of model tenements. 


Newfoundland’s Best Year. 

Newfoundland’s trade for the fiscal 
year 1911-12 exceeded that of the pre- 
vious year by $3,500,000, making it 
the most prosperous in the history of 
the colony, according to the budget 
report submitted in the assembly a 
few days ago. 

For the fiscal year ended June, 1912, 
the budget showed a surplus of $212,- 
000. The estimated surplus for the 
year ending next June is $150,000 in 
addition to a similar amount remit- 
ted to the people by the recent re 
duction in taxation.

Their number was underestimated 
in the first accoun’ . it was Well over 
1000, including a great proportion of 
women and children. They were sent 
back-to-their homes by train in warr:- 
ed vans. The correspondent, Witness- 
ed the departure of one party from the 
station of Niandoma. Frost-bitte 1 
cheeks, ears, fingers and toés were the 
rule rather than the exception, Near- 
ly all the ,Ugrims were begrimed 
with dirt. Many women and children 
were in hysterics., The occupants of 
one van were squatted on the floor 
praying with open Bibles before them. 

The correspondent questioned the 
pilgrims as to the hold which Innocent- 
ius had over them Incredible as it 
may sound in the twentieth century, 
in a civilized country, the following 
is the gist of the replics he received: 

The followers of Innocentius knew 
that Jesus Christ had appeared in 
the Onega region and not in Pales- 
tine. He was seized there, but was 
taken elsewhere for crucifixion, Al- 
pha and Omega in the Revelation of 
St. John designatec our Lord and In- 
nocentius (Reference has been made 
in teleg-ams to the gozfusion of the 
peasants between Omega and Onega). 
Otherwise why was there housing 
room for 1000 persons in the Murom- 
sky monastery when ‘he monks only 
humbered 100? This was+the work 
of the Lord.” They had been shown 
a picture of Innocentius portrayed as 
Jesus Christ with a nimbus encircling 
his head and a cross and chalice in 
his hands. 

The arrest of Innccentius only serv- 
ed to confirm their belief in his divin- 
ity, and they recounted how, when the 
rural guards came to arrest him, and 
one of the guards tried to fire a blank 
curtridge in order t> intimidate them, 
his rifle hdd misfired three times. 

A similar miracle had occurred pre- 
viously at Balta, in Podolia, when an 
ispravnik (police officer) insulted In- 
nocentius and advanced towards him 
threateningly. Innocentius looked 
straight into his eyes, and said quiet- 
ly: Neither thy hand nor thy foot 
shall stir, and the ispravnik stopped 
dead, as though paralysed. 

On being confronted by the rural 
guards thé pilgrims gathered round 
Innocentius, end had to be dragged 
away before the monk could be ar- 
rested.

ANTARCTIC EXPLORATION 


Mawson Exploration Expedition En- 
gaged on Research Work 

Sydney, N.S.W.—That the Antarc- 
tic continent lies much farther south 
than Explorer Wilkes mapped out dur- 
ing his expedition to the Antarctic has 
been clearly proven by the members of 
Lr. Mawson’s party. A wireless mes- 
gage received from Mawson indicates 
that the members of his party are bus- 
ily engaged in systematic research 
during their enforced stay among the 
ice and snow of the Polar regions. Ac- 
cording to the commander, the land 
falls which Wilkes chartered eastward 
of Adelie Land do not exist, and the 
continent itself clearly lies in a more 
southerly direction than that establish- 
ed by Wilkes. Dr. ‘Mawson main- 
tains that the first actual land in the 
Antarctic is Adelie Land.
